I. Claims 20-26, drawn to optimizing a supply chain model, classified in 
class 705, subclass 7. 

II. Claims 27-28, drawn to identifying optimal supply chain designs, classified 
in class 705, subclass 7. 

2. The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
Inventions I and II are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together 

in a single combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each other if they are 
shown to be separately usable. In the instant case, invention I has separate utility such 
as performing the actual steps of optimizing a particular supply chain design without 
having to select from among various supply chain designs that have already been 
optimized. See MPEP § 806.05(d). 

3. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and the 
search required for Group I is not required for Group II, restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper. 

If Invention I from above is elected, then it is requested that Applicant further 
elect one of the species listed below. 
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4. This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species of the claimed invention: 

Species I: Designing a supply chain model by performing one of the optimization 
techniques listed in steps (a) through (c) of claim 20. (Claims 20-25)
